If Edmonton's new trolley buses are to 
give maximum service to the Edmonton 
public, it is obvious there will have to be 
somewhat more co-operation from city 
motorists.

What Caused the Wreck 


The coroner's jury at Winnipeg decided 
that the Labor Day wreck at Dugald, Mani- 
toba, occurred because those in charge of 


| the Minaki special did not observe the rules 


To explain this the jury added that train 
crew and signals operators do not clearly 
understand the block-system of signals at 
that junction. 

This operational fault will no doubt 
be corrected, there and elsewhere, as routine 
procedure. Steps will be taken, it is to be 
supposed, to see that all signal men and train 
men on all railway lines know beyond any 
doubt how signal systems of all kinds oper- 
ate. To neglect this would be criminal in 
the light of what happened at Dugald 

The jury recommended, as it was certain 
to do, that wood-built coaches be dispensed 
with as rapidly as steel cars can be obtained, 
and in the meantime be used only on lines 
where traffic is light and speed slow 

This gradual elimination of the obsolete 
coaches is probably the best that can be 
hoped for, steel being scarce.
